Will Ask Homer Regime to 

"Kick In" With Sales Tax 

Allotments 

Enactment of legislation which will 
make It possible to have better and 
more effective administration of pub- 
lic education and which will provide 
for adequate and permanent state aid 
will be asked at the fortiicomlng 865- 
slon of the Illinois general assembly 
by the Illinois State Teachers' Asso- 
ciation, according to Principal Ralph 
E. Clabaugh of the Antioch schools 
and County Superintendent \V. C. 
Petty who have juat returned from 
the annual meeting of the Illinois 
teachers held Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday at Sijrlnglield. 

The teachers claim that the state 
ls'$7,O0O,00O In arrears on the school 
dklnbutve fund and that only foiir 
monthly payments wore made from 
tho Sales Tax during the year ending 
June 30, 1034, leaving 8 unpaid al- 
lotments for that year. The distribu- 
tive fund should bo not less than 
?30,O0O,00O annually, the teachers' 
group declares. 

Among the thirteen recommenda- 
tions for general legislation is one 
providing ihat the office of State Su- 
parlntendeht of Public Instruction bo 
made an appointive ofllce, thus re- 
moving it as far as possible from the 
Influences of politics. 



WOULD STERILIZE 
FEEBLE -HINDED 
INjLLINOIS 

Democratic Senator's Pro- 
posed Bill Would Affect 
4% of Population 

Sprlngflbid, Jan. 2. A- bill for the 
sterilization ' of all feeble minded 
persons in Illinois will bo one of the 
nrst introduced by Prof. Thomas V. 
Smith, nertvly elected Democratic 
senator from the Fifth diatrlct In Chi- 
cago. Prof. Smith Is attached to tho 
University of Chicago and Is known 
as an ultra-progress ve. He was Gov. 
Homer's choice In the lost primary 
and election and will represent the 
governor's home diatrlct 

Other professors at Chicago are 
helping to frame the proposed legis- 
lation, which will be along the same 
lines as Hitler's law for sterilization 
of defectives In Germany. It is 
pointed out by the professors that 
In their opinion, about i per cent ot 
the population can 'be classed as 
feeble minded. On this basis and 
should the Smith bill be passed, 
about 280,000 men and women in Illi- 
nois will be eligible for enforced 
sterilization. 

Backers of the measure Insist that 
the sterilization of males Is a simple 
operation which does not disqualify 
them for married life, but does pre- 
voot. reproduction. This, they say, 
will reduce the tiumbor of i»atients 
In the state hospitals and a conso- 
quent saving to the taxpayers. 

Prof.' Smith Is also preparing sev- 
eral other bills which he will intro- 
duce to prove the theories of the 
savants at the Dnlveralty of Chicago 
In socllil economics. He H aUo ex- 
pected to handle, much of the New 
Deal legislation which the national 
administration will ask from the 
state at the 'coming ' session ot tho 
assembly. -....'

With the outbreak of the war, 
American chemists were faced with 
the necessity of producing a greal 
number of products that had hither- 
to been imported. The manner in 
which they met the situation har 
•elleved us of the necessity of evei 
jgain depending upon Europe foi 
most of these products. Americar 
chemists proved themselves equal tc 
thoso of any other nation. Theli 
success opened wide tho door fo) 
ambitious young Americana with s 
bent toward the test tube and the 
laboratory. 

Todoy three-fourths of all oui 
manufacturing operations are de 
pefldont upon the skill and researcl 
of the chemiat. The chemist hn» 
created a modern world of wondert 
fur beyond the wildest imagining:, 
of the ancient alchemists, but th! 
future holds possibilities of equall; 
amazing triumphs. Production oi 
now power fuels, the mnnufactun 
of now aynthetic products, Uie do 
velopment of new by-products fron 
the waste piles of industry, all await 
the successful conclusion of the 
*1icnii»t'n research. 

Far into tho fuT.ure chemistry 
should continue to oiTer a career of 
great promise to young men in thir 
country. Technical training must, ol 
coarse, be acquired; either by t' vU 
at a university or technical scho:- 
or by- ;tudy in spare time whiJi 
wt.rk.. .i* on the job. For those wh- 
choose the latter course, the obviou 
• procedure is to seeft a beginnor*: 
position in a plant nianufncturinp 
chemicals, paints and varnishes, o* 
nny of the other products in whicl 
chemistry playa an important part. 
Both courses have produced out- 
standing leaders in the profc&jion.

It Is a trade axiom that mer- 
chandlse properly displayed soils 
more readily— and lighting Is a vital 
point In proper display. Light ex- 
perts, qualiflcd to give Intelligent, 
sctcntinc advice on commercial Illu- 
mination should be consulted for 
auggcstlons. 

In preparing tho general lighting 
plans for the store, volume of light 
Is not the only consideration. There 
can be too much light as well as 
too llttlOi glare being a common de- 
fect. Consideration also should bo 
given to the quality of light. It Is 
pOBslble for a brilliantly lighted 
room to appear cold and repellant, 
Instead of warm and friendly. 

The condition of Illumination In a 
retail establishment has Its effect on 
the store personnel as woll oa the 
cuBtomera. Tho depressing atmos- 
phere of a dark store, or the eye- 
jfaln of glaring lights may have ad- 
verse eifcct upon the dlapoiitlon and 
the selling efllclency of the sales 
fyrcB. Injiallatlon of Indlr6ct Illu- 
mination Is now practical for mopt 
biiHlnesB proport'ea. 'ts proper use 
can heighten the "quality" atmos- 
I'lierp of the ostab'ishment.

Itow to choose tho best cut of 
meal for the purpose la a problem 
which confronts not only the now 
home-maker, but also tho one who 
wants to enlarge her repertoire of 
meat dishes. 

The first atop, according to Inez S. 
Wilson, home economist^ Is the 
choice of a kind of moat dish. Shall 
It bca steak or a stow? And some- 
times this choice is governed by the 
size of tho food budget. The less- 
demanded cuts aro In most cases 
cooked by moist heat— that Is. by 
braising, stowing, or cooking In 
water— Tvhllo those In greater demand 
aro the ones cooked by dry heat as In 
roasting or broiling. 

Below are listed cuts of meat 
which are suitable for the different 
methods of cooking. You wilt find 
this a convenient shopping guide 
when buying meat. Why not cut 
this list out and paste It in th efront 
of your most used cook book for 
fcndy reference? 

Roasting 
(Cooking uncovered In a. .moderate 
oven, ^0' degrees F., until done.) 

Beef: Standing rib. rolled rib, ten- 
derloin and sirloin tip.

Colds Are Caused 
By Tiny MicfoBes 

Oold Is A Contagious Disease, 

And Is More Contagious 

During Early Stages

What U a cold? 

The professors will tell you that 
"a cold is an acute, self-limited in- 
fection of the upper respiratory 
tract" This defines a cold exactly, 
but does not tell us what we want 
lo know about It. Where do colds 
come from? Why do they occur? 
How can they be avoided? 

Scientists have been -.naking in- 
vestigations for years to determine 
the cause of colds, but with no suc- 
cess. Recently,* however, very im- 
portant result: were obtained. 
Since chlmpantees have colds, just 
like men, these animals were used 
for the study of this group of dhi- 
Bsses, and, In this wsy, the cause 
)f colds was finally discovered. 

Cauas Ii a "Vlmt" 

We now know that colds are 
caused by a "filterable virus"— a 
germ so small that It cannot be 
seen even through the highest 
power microscope. These germi 
aro found In enormous numbers In 
the nose and throat of a person 
who has a cold. The "virus" may 
be separated from all other germs 
and stored in a test tube In the 
laboratory, alivt and unchanged . 
for at least three yt. rs. At the 
end Of this time one drop of this 
material Is enough to give a chim- 
panzee a perfectly typical cold. 

Human volunteers ave been in. 
fected time anC again with thii 
virus from the teat tube and have 
developed colds In 36 to 48 hours. 
Thus there seem.; to bo no question: 
but that tho cause of .colds hat 
finally been determined. With this 
Information In hand It Is poBsible 
tc mpke rapid strides toward the 
development of methods for pre- 
vention and treatment of colds. 
We know alreidy that the- cold 
virus is fQund In nbundancoln the 
nose and throat of a person during 
the early stages of a cold, but dis- 
appears after tho first throe to 
four days. Thus a person is most 
likely to give a vold to others when 
he Is just coming down with It but 
Is not a nionsM afUKfojr or five 
days.
